Possible Kid n ey Stone Cu re

WHEN s large stone forms in 
the k idney , not much cen be done 
about it except to remove it by op­ 
eration. In certain instances, treat­ 
ment by means of diet and certain 
dissolving solutions has k een at­ 
tempted, but not with particularly 
good results. It would seem that 
such solutions as are used may be 
irritating to the tissues and cause 
some damage. 
However, there a re certain mea­ 
sures which can be employ ed to 
k eep k idney stores from forming 
and such meas-fires should be em­ 
ployed in th*se persons who have 
had k idney stones previously . 


Plenty of Fluids 


According to Doctor ^rank C. 
Hamm of the Army Medical Corps, 
the treatm ent for prevention of 
k idney stones consists, first, in 
mak ing sure that the patient tak es 
^plenty of fluids, an average of 
about four quarts a day . The diet 
should he rich in calo.ies or heat 
value, and rich in vitamins, also. 
The amount of acid in the k idney 
secretions should be check ed at 
regular and frequent intervals, so 
that the diet can be regulated to 
k eep the urine from becoming al­ 
k aline. However, it is not recom­ 
mended that the diet be one which 
is acid-ash forming. 
Another stage in the treatm ent 
is to get rid, if possible, of any in­ 
fections such as may be present in 


the teeth, tonsils, sinuses or else­ 
where in the body. 
Kidney stones are lik ely t > form 
when there is some block ing of the 
flow of the k idney e”cretions. If 
such block ing exists, operative 
treatm ent may be necessary to 
get rid of it. 


Stry k er Frame 
If the patient is suffering from 
some disorder which mak er, it nec­ 
essary for him to remain in bed, 
it may be advisabfe to employ a 
ty pe of apparatus k nown as a 
Stry k er fram e, which permits the 
patient to be moved frequently . If 
the patient can be up and about, 
he should be in an erect position, 
that is, either siri ng or standing 
as much as possible. 
A. careful examination of the 
urine should be made once a week 
to determine if any infection is 
present in the k idney s or bladder, 
so that it can be cleared 
up. If 
there is an excessive secretion 
from the parathy roid glands of 
internal secretion located in the 
neck , it also may aid in causing 
k idney stone formation. 
Determining the amount of cal­ 
cium or lime in the urine will help 
to tell whether or not there is ex­ 
cessive secretion 
from the para­ 
thy roid gland. The i se 
o f these 
methods has 
value in prevention 
of recurrence of k idney s ones and, 
according to Doctor Hamm, in oc­ 
casional instances, it has been 
credited with the disappearance of 
a stone.

Possible Kidney Stone Cure 


lr HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. MB. 


WHEN rn Is rg* stone forms in 
th# kidney, not much cen be done 
about it except to remove it by op­ 
eration. In certain instances, tre a t­ 
ment by mean* of diet and certain 
dissolving solutions has teen at­ 
tempted, but not with particularly 
good results. It would seem that 
such solutions as ar* used may be 
irritating to th* tissues and cause 
some damage. 
However, there a™ certain mea­ 
sures which can be employed to 
ke?p kidney steres from form ing 
and such m eas’fire* should be em­ 
ployed in th vs# persons who have 
had kidney stones previously. 


Plenty of Fluids 


According to Doctor Prank C. 
Hamm of th# Army Medical Corps, 
th# treatm ent for prevention of 
kidney stone* consists, first, in 
making sure that the patient takes 
#plenty of fluids, an average of 
about four quart* a day. The diet 
should be rich in cain ie* or heat 
value, and rich in vitamins, aire. 
The amount of acid in the kidney 
secretions should be checked at 
regular and frequent intervale, so 
that th# diet nm be regulated to 
keep the urine from becoming al­ 
kaline. However, it is not recom­ 
mended that the diet be one which 
ie acid-ash forming. 
Another stage in the treatm ent

Stryker From* 
If th# patient is suffering from 
some disorder which makes it nec­ 
essary for him to remain in b#d, 
it may be advisable to employ • 
type of apparatus known as a 
Stryker frame, which permits th# 
patient to be moved frequently. If 
the patient can be up and about, 
he should be in an erect position, 
that is, either sift ng or standing 
as much as possible. 
A careful examination of th* 
urine should be made once a week 
to determine if any infection ie 
present in the kidneys or bladder, 
so that it can be cleared up. If 
there is an excessive secretion 
from the parathyroid glands of 
internal se return located in th# 
neck, it also may aid in causing 
kidney ston# formation. 
Determining th* am ount of cal­ 
cium or lime in the urine will help 
to tell whether or not there is ex­ 
cessive secretion from the para­ 
thyroid gland. The t se of these 
methods has value in prevention 
of recurrence of kidney a one? and, 
acceding to Doctor Hamm, in oc­ 
casional instance*, it has bern 
credited with the disappearance of 
a stone.
